STORING THE VEGETABLE CROP 


(Experimental Farm Note). 

The vegetable crop has been an 
abundant one in most places in Can¬ 
ada this year, and many persons will 
have a large quantity to store. It is 
important that care be taken jp stor¬ 
ing so that losses will be reduced to 
a minumum. 

Potatoes should be dry whpn stored, 
and where possible put where the 
temperature will not go above 40 F., 
or below 32. In order that the sur¬ 
face of the potatoes can be kept dry 
and in the best condition to avoid Tot¬ 
ting, provision should be made for air 
to pass underneath and through them, 
li they are stored in considerable or 
large quantities such provision is made 
by keeping the potatoes

make every farmer and farm woman, 
(farmer’s son and farmer’s daughter, 
a member of the U.F.A., and U.F.W.- 
A., and political members in good 
standing, and to place our official or¬ 
gan in every farm home. The plan is 
One Dollar out of each six will go into 
a central organization fund, out of 
which all expenses of the drive will 
be paid. This drive is to be self-sup¬ 
porting. It is to be paid for entiiely 
out of the proceeds of the drive, but 
it is planned that the local District 
Political Association and Central will 
each receive One Dollar net from the 
membership subscription. 

-This is a critical moment in the his¬ 
tory of our. organization. Last year 
the decision to take political action 
and the large district conventions in 
every constituency aroused enthusi¬ 
asm. ‘ Ten thousand new members 
were added to our organization. This 
enthusiasm naturally has not remain¬ 
ed/at boiling point, since there is no 
election in sight. It is imperative, 
however, that we not only keep our 
oi ganization at full strength, but that 
we bend every energy to make the 
U.F.A. one hundred per cent. - strong 
in every district. All the forces of re¬ 
action and special privilege are ar¬ 
rayed against us, with determination 
and with resources greater than ever 
before, to smash this farmers’ move¬ 
ment. The Premier of Canada, Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, has publicly de¬ 
nounced Hon. T. A. Crearar and H. 
W: Wood as leaders of “the wreckers 
of Canada. That cry and the old 
“loyalty cry” and every other politi¬ 
cal subterfuse will be used against us. 
Some people will believe what they are 
told. It is - imperative that every 
fanner and farm woman be got into 
the organization where they can learn 
at first hand what the organization 
stands for. Only then will they be 
proof against the, insidious influences 
which will be brought to bear. 

This is the biggest united co-opera¬ 
tive effort to enlist farmer and farm 
women in the faimers’ movement that 
has ever been attempted. It should 
yield big returns. A similar drive 
put on in Manitoba for ten days last 
March yielded $49,507.85; while the 
Liberty drive in Saskatchewan, put on 
in October, 1919, and planned for one 
day only, yielded $82,456.60. There is 
no question that results can be obtain¬ 
ed in every constituency and every 
district. With crop conditions as they 
are in Alberta this year, and with the 
efficient machinery of our district or¬ 
ganizations, the prospects for such a 
drive are splendid. It ought to be 
easily possible to reach the objective 
of fifty thousand members of the U.¬ 
F.A and U.F.W.A. for 1920. The 
Committee want also to enlist every 
member of the U.F.A. and U.F.W.A.

Beets, parsnips, carrots, salsify and 
turnips keep best under conditions 
somewhat similar to potatoes, though 
it is not so important to keep them 
dry. Indeed in the average cellar 
they are liable to become too dry and 
lose their firmness. If there is dan¬ 
ger of this they may be kept in hoxes 
and covered with a sack kept wet. Ir. 
a warm cellar they will grow'. 

Onions are very liable to rot unless 
kept in a dry place. Keep' them 
spread out as thinly as possible. Where 
quantities are small, an attic room 
where there is no frost will be found 
a good place to store them. 

Cabbage will soon wilt in a warm 
cellar. Keep them outside as long as 
possible by protecting them witn 
leaves, straw, or soil. If they begin 
to crack before it is time to pull them, 
loosen them in the ground by twist¬ 
ing the plant and thus checking 
giowth. When stored where the air 
is very dry they keep better with the 
roots and stems left on, and wrapping

flower crop? are being liarseated ami 
ensilage this fall in the Lethbridge 
district, Cardston district, Cayley dis¬ 
trict, Calgary district, Didsbury dis¬ 
trict, Strathmore district, on the Bow 
Slope, and in a number of other places 
in the province, so that there will be 
a considerable amount of data avail¬ 
able by spring for determining the 
value of the plant as an Alberta fod¬ 
der crop, and there will further be 
valuable experience on which to base 
judgment as to most efficient kinds 
of silos and also planting, harvesting, 
and ensilaging machinery of various 
makes. There is under our climatic 
conditions certain to be more or less 
difficulty occasibned by the freezing of 
the ensilage to the sides of the silos, 
and it would"seem as though this 
province might offer an attractive 
Jj^ld for the sale of hollow tile silos 
amt also for the sale of forms for 
making hollow cement blocks. In 
such districts as ours where gravel is 
plentiful and can be had for the haul¬ 
ing, it seems reasonable to suppose 
that a farmer with proper forms could 
built his own silo of hollow cement 
blocks at a cost not greatly in excess 
of the cost of a’wood silo, with lum¬ 
ber at the present high figure. One 
set of such forms coold be purchased 
jointly and could be used for the con¬ 
struction of a number of silos, pro¬ 
vided of course that the purchasers 
tequired similar capacities. 

With the ensiling of the crop our 
trial is of course only half completed, 
but we are well satisfied as far as we 
have gone. 

“The sunflowers harvested this year 
will bo fed to weaners in conjunction 
with chopped ripe oat bundles ard 
hay. It this proves to be as satis¬ 
factory as the present promise indi¬ 
cates, another silo will be erected 
next year, the silage to be fed to the 
bleeding herd as a supplement to oat 
itraw.”

ers.) In discussing the sunflower Crop 
wifi Mr. Bcnnis, he said: 
f | We sowed 20 acres of sunflowers 
oil May 17th, using an ordinary 20 
run grain drill with certain holes cov- 
eied so as to seed in rows 36 inches 
apart and set to drop seeds 4 and 5 
inches apart in the row. Rather heavy 
sowing is recommended as thin sow¬ 
ing tends to pioduce woody stalks. 
The variety used was Russian Giant 
and 8 to 10 lbs. of seed to the acre 
are. required. 

“When the plants were several 
inches high they were cultivated July 
8th and 9th, with a two-row two-hoi.se 
cultivator. They were cultivated the 
second and last time on July 19th 
and 20th. 

“The land had been summerfallovv- 
ed the previous year. It is a fairly 
light soil and did not get enough rain 
tc produce maximum yield, the sand 
being somewhat spotty. In the best 
portions of the field the sunflowers 
stood about 8 feet high. On irrigated 
land stands up to 14 feet high are re¬ 
ported.

This is the heading of an article 
which appears elsewhere in this pa¬ 
per, contributed by the Fire Coinmis- 
MOfter of Alberta, who is endeavoring 
to instill into the rising generation- 
the principle of conservation as ap¬ 
plied to the prevention of fires. The 
great destruction caused by fires in 
the Dominion has been a matter of 
serious consideration, and the damage 
done can be estimated in the phrase 
“We are great builders, but great 
burners.” _ 

To educate the young to a realiza¬ 
tion of the national loss caused by 
fires, a large percentage of which 
comes from carelessness and negli¬ 
gence, is very well advised. It will 
be 'a means-of bringing up a thought¬ 
ful generation, instilled with the idea 
of the importance of conservation in 
the welfare of the State and able to 
estimate what it means to help in 
the prevention of fires. How to min¬ 
imize losses 'by the prevention of 
fires may aptly be said to be one of 
the burning questions of the day. 

To arouse the necessary interest in 
the national ecconomy prizes aie of¬ 
fered to all graded and ungraded 
schools in Alberta, to the amount of 
$100 for the best essay on the “Best 
Methods of Fire Prevention,” or on 
“How to Prevent Fires.” It .remains 
for teachers and paients to encourage 
the young to take a part in this com¬ 
petition, not merely foi the money 
value of the prizes but for the effect- 
it will produce in the stiring of in¬ 
terest; and so by inculcating in the 
young the principles of true citizen¬ 
ship bring their minds to bear on mat¬ 
ters which make for national welfare.

dies from the wagons, which were 
ordinary bundle racks with the side 
basket work removed. An equally 
good and perhaps a better rig would 
be a couple of four by sixes or six by 
sixes fastened to a running gear, un- 
Jess the sunflowers are too long. We 
used one such- rig very satisfactorily 
and plan to use more next year. 

“The sunflowers were pretty much 
all in bloom when cut and many of 
the seeds were in the milk stage. If 
cut earlier than this the stalks are 
very juicy and there is a considerable 
waste on this account. As it was 
there was a heavy waste of juices jn 
our case. Next year we shall per¬ 
haps ti^ blowing in alternate layers 
of chopped straw to absorb this juice, 
with the expectation that the straw 
through. The absorption of the juice 
>vill be converted into silage. 

“The best date for cutting tn the 
district will have to be determined by 
experience. Early frosts such as on 
August 28th of this year will take a 
certain percentage of leaves and thus 
lessen the,tonnage. But on the other 
hand sunflowers cut say the second 
week in September will have tfonvert- 
ed A portion of their excessive juices 
into a succulent pith, resulting possi¬ 
bly in a saving of juices^more than 
sufficient to counterbalance the loss 

through frosted leaves..Further it 

seems probable that up to a certain 
point the character of the feed is im¬ 
proved in the more mature plants. 
Just where the dividing line occurs 
will ]jave to be determined by exper¬ 
iments such as are now being carried 
out by the University of Montana at 
Bozeman, where the sunflowers were 
first made use of for silage five years 
ago and where the results have been 
so satisfactory that other silage crops 
have been discontinued. Their ex¬ 
tensive experiments have resulted in 
a rapidly increasing use of sunflower 
silage in Montana and othfcr Western 
States and its high value as feeo 
seems to have been established.
